power of the money it controls to almost 
any purpose it choosed. 

“The testimony at the New York 
hearing, Mr. Walsh said. showed that 
the trustees of the foundation exercised 
no authority that did not come from him. 

The powers of the foundation virtual- 
ly are unlimited, as are its financial re- 


Sources. They are powers which should 


challenge the attention of every thought- 
ful American citizen. 

“Whether such powers can de per- 
mitted safely in the hands of any author- 
ity less than that of the government of 
the United States is a question which 
will form an important part of the com- 
mission’s forthcom report. I am n- 
clined to believe these powers cannot be 
exercised under the American theory of 
government.”

Sir: 


I have the honor to present the follow- 
ing brief analysis of the enforced diplo- 
matic isolation of Germany and her en- 
cireclement by a combined military estab- 
lishment four times greater in magnitude 
than her own. . 

Wnen Kaiser Wiſhelm sent his famous 
telegram to President Kruger ot the Boer 
republic I believe the present war was 
forecast, if not assured. This is the tele- 
gram: ‘‘ I express my sincere congratu- 
lations that, supported by your people, 
and without appealing for the help of 
friendly powers, you have succeeded, by 
your own energetic action, against armed 
bands which invaded your country, as 
disturbers of the peace, and have thus 
been enabled to restore péace and safe- 
guard the independence of the country 
from attack from outside.“ That was in 
1896. 

When the Boer, war came on, shortly 
after, King Edward found the French 
crying Vive Kruger!” ‘‘ Todeath with 
the English!“ 4 mort and a bas 
Edouard!“ and the same sentiment, 
more or less, in Germany—more, in fact, 
as Germany was growling and France 
a marking time. 


Germany’s Isolation Forced. 
@These conditions convinced Edward 
that the splendid isolation policy of 
Salisbury might be surrendered for a 
while, and he chose the kaiser as his suc- 
cessor in this réle. England's isolation. 
however, was voluntary. The present 
isolation of Germany was forced upon her 
through diplomatic strategy. . - 

England’s mastery of the diplomatic 
world is historic. It js confirmed by the 
present lineup of the European powers 
egamst Germany—accomplished, as lead - 
ing Englishmen assert, at some sacrifice 
of soul and future serenity. The English 
do net close their eyes to the incongruity 
of their strange compact with Russia, 
nor to their unique alliance with France— 
both nations her ancient and classic ene- 
mies. 

The formation ot this alien combina- 
tion by the emissaries of Edward VII., 
the consummation of this unprece- 
dented diplomatic trade, really precipi- 
tated what it was intended to guard 
against, for the antagonistic impulse 
created by it led directly to the opening 
of hostilities in the Armageddon raging 
in the world today, and which threatens 
to destroy civilization before it is finished. 


Victory Costly to England. 
What was the direct and. inevitable 
result of the combination? To check the 
growth, by minimizing the power, of a 
vigorous and successful commercial 
rival; to encompass Germany from two 
sides, and patrol it from the offing. 
How does England expect to close the 
account with Russia, Japan, and France 
in case she is victorious? Suppose Japan 
demands the further reward, for her par- 
ticipation in this affair, of Hongkong, 
and Russia lays her hands on Persia and 
India. Germany's defeat, as well as her 
success, is likely to spell disasterfor Eng- 
land. 


England Misleads. the World. 

It is not the militarism of Germany that 
is the cause of the war. On the contrary. 
it is the diplomacy of Lord Lansdowne 
and Delcassé in operation; the working 
out of their compact to put the lid on 
and check-a great and progressive rival— 
a people whose success, whose marvelous 
development and unparalleled advance- 
ment is due to plodding, industrious ef- 
fort, to new and up to date adaptations 
of their social forces to the present Gay 
economic ideals of mankind. 

To mislead the world, to deceive herself, 


premise of this possibly last chapter of 
her greatness the justification of mill- 
tarism, autocracy, and the violation of 
Belgian neutrality. She would present a 
nobler figure to the world if she wenn 
tell the truth. 

It is a peculiar philosophy that will con- 
dem efficiency, be it either in thie making 
of cotton goods or cannon. If the Ger- 
man army is edited with being the 
best in the world, it must be charged to 
those Teutonic qualities which have also 
counted for so much of the world’s prog- 
ress in the pursuits of peace, and not in 
any sense to a military spirit. 


German Army Outnumbered, 
Germany is said to have led in the prep- 
aration for war. This is hardly true. 
Russia’s standing army in times of peace 
is more than double that of Germany's 
in numbers—that is, 1,500,000 men against 


ceeds Germany's by $36,000,000. 
But that is not all. Menacing her on the 


front, or, at least, if not menacing her, ex- 


isting just the same, stood France with an 
army of 620,000 men, and an army of 
620,000 for France, with her population 
of 40,000,000 souls, is equivalent to an 
army of 1,085,000 men for Germany. In 
other words, the military establishment 
of France alone, population fer popula- 
tion, is quite 40 per cent greater than that 
of Germany.

Germany Long Preserved Peace. 
I can see it in no other light than that 
this was Germanys contract to civiliza- 


tion: to preserve herself, her nationality, 


and her culture against the combination 
of Russia and France; and a big enough 
contract it was. She was in a most heroic 


| position before the war: facing front and 


back the combined peace footing armies 
of Russia and France of 2,100,000—three 
to one against her 672,000. It will be seen 
that with one-third the number of men 
and half the money she has succeeded in 
maintaining the peace of central Europe 
for a period of forty-five years. 

So there you have the situation—the big 
and simple analysis of the German mili- 
tariem, ‘‘ mailed fist. and war lord- 
ism” which we have heard so much 
about.

lish Diplomacy Forced Crisis. 
It is probable, judging from the past 
| forty-five years, that Germany, of all the 
great powers the only one to keep the 
peace—the only nation that has not been 
at war—would have been able to main- 
tain peace indefinitely and pursue. her 
destiny in com parative guſetude and 
nelghborliness with France and Russia 
had continental Furope been left alone. 
But along about 1898 English diplomacy, 
in the form 6f balance of power," 
“‘ephere of influence, ‘“ holding his 
own,” appears in Paris and Petrograd, 
and the isolation of Germany is under- 
written and sealed, fixed and financed. 
‘Shortiy the kaiser sees this vast, encir- 
cling force, the formidable and hostile 
coalescence, taking on another 160,000 
men of arms and an additional annual 
war fund against him of $150,000,000. 
It has seenfed to men like myself, and to 
American army officers who have spent 
@ year or two at such places as Hanover 
and Berlin, that, whatever might happen, 
Germany could, after all, defend herself 
against the whole of Europe. Neither 
Italy nor Austria count for much in this 
great lineup of forces. Austria is more 
or less of a corpse bound to: the feet of 
Germany, and Italy has stayed out of it. 


Causes Are Deep Rooted. 

Now, why ‘this isolation and smother- 
ing policy of England against Germany? 
Wars don't begin: with the firing of the 
first gun; murder is not committed on 
the spot. Both must have their causes, 
‘their premeditations and preparations. 
They spring from and course along psy- 
chological grounds. 

When this entente had been adjusted by 
the diplomatic cabinets of London, Paris, 
and St. Petersburg against the German 
Michael, and a standing peace footing 
army of 2,260,000 men in Russia, France, 
and England surrounded him, English 
diplomacy returned to it island home 
and awaited results. 

Right here, I think, is where it was in- 
cumbent upon England to fling out a dec. 
laration to the world that she would be 
no party to the protection of Servia from 
what many people consider to be a just 
and proper punishment; or, F her under- 
writing with the czar made this impos- 
sibie, then the contrary, that she would 


she did neither. 


Knew England Would Fight. 

Russia and France knew that England 
must fight, and that she had dickered 
with them for this very occasion. It is 
my belief that time and history will place 
the blame for the war right here, on the 
English alliance with Russia. England 
refused—she could not give the assurance 
to Germany that she would keep out of 
_| the war if the neutrality of Belgium was 
respected. 

In his dispatch to Ambassador Goschen 


he could not give Germany the pro 
that England would remain neutral on 
that condition alone; and on Aug. 4, toSir 

Francis Villiers, his British majesty’s 
minister to Brussels, a peremptory order 
was communicated to the Belgian govern- 
ment in which England demanded (ex- 
pected) that Belgium would resist by any 
means in its power the demand of Ger- 
Many to cross her frontiers, and that his 
British majesty’s government would gup- 
port it in such resistance. 


Belgium in Tight Hole. 
So we have poor Belgium between the 
devil and the deep sea—facing a dilemma 
which could be solved only by her sym- 
pathies and prejudices. Belgium is an 
abomination of desolation. 

From the points where the promised 
support of England and France met the 
German advance—say at Dinant and in 
Flanders—it is a nauseating nothingness— 
ruin. Where the support was not in evi- 
dence she still breathes; where it was 
given, there is death. And ill the Bel- 
gians wait daily in Brussels and the vil- 
lages for the coming of the English, for 
the entry of the French and Russians. 

But I do not think, even while we weep 
for Belgium and stand aghast over her 
condition, the two and a quarter millions 
of armed and trained soldiers, the bristling 
circle of steel placed around the frontiers 
of Germany as the result of the supposed- 
ly clever work of Lord Lansdowne and 
his diplomatic gonfréres, Delcassé and 
Cambon, should be forgotten. That was 
the monster blunder of modern diplo- 
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bleéd and die for the ambitions of little 
men. 

Here you have four great powers of 
Europe fighting for world leadership, to 
which they think they ate all entitled. 
Russia should wuft-her time will come. 
France must be satisfied, for her day is 
past. But for England, still the able and 
clever diplomatic leader of the nations, 
the fight is hers. Her instruments are 
the mythical “balance of power,“ 
|‘ spheres of influence,” and isolation“ 
of her competitor. 


Germany Needs More People. 

It would take seventy years for Ger- 
many to become as thickly settled as 
Belgium, with her normal increase of 
population, and several decades to renee 
the same ratio as Holland. 

The assumption that she needs addi- 
tional territory for her sons and daugh- 
ters is an error. Her increase in popula- 
tion, as a matter of fact, does not keep 
pace with her progress in industry by 
nearly 100 per cent. It is a punishable of- 
tense to preach emigration in Germany.’ 

Furthermore, she herself, under officigl 
control, assists the temporary annual im- 
migration to her fields, mines, and public 
works of not less than a mililon laborers 
from the provinces of Russia and from 
Italy. In addition to this, 3,000,000 female 
German workers are engaged in her fields 
and gardens during the summer months. 

With her intensive agriculture, her tre- 
mendous industrial demands, she could 
absorb the entire population of England 
and then be no more thickly populated 
than Holland; and if she took, in addi- 
tion to this, the population of France. 
she would have but about the same 
number of inhabitants to the square mile 
as Belgium. 

Needs More Immigrants. . 
Let the legend that Germany requires, 
must have, more room for her increasing 
people be dismissed. That is buncombe 
and belongs to the balance of power“ 
series of unfounded assumptions. - Fig- 
ures prove that Germany requires immi- 
‘grants, not emigrants.

Germany Sought Solid Gains. 

The misconception of the real move- 
ment in Germany is astonishing. The 
thought has grown up throughout the 
world that the kaiser, with a standing 
army of little more than a quarter the 
size of that of those cordialed against 
him, has been dreaming of going out to 
annex the rest of Europe. 

Germany's dreams of conquest were in 
the humanitarian fields of commerce, of 
applied sciences, and beautiful cities, of 
transportation and the liberal arts; and it 
she is to be beaten down, the real spolia- 
tion of the war will be here, and not over 
the face of Belgium, nor in France, nor in 
Poland, nor even in Sussex, Surrey, 
the West Riding of Yorkshire. 

Whatever happens in these places can 
have no final effect on the result, because 
Germany's chief progress is an intellec- 
tual one, and something that is impossi- 
ble of isolation, blockade, or bayonet 
charge. 

Tantation Extends to : Rea: 

Germany turns out the biggest oceap 
liner—two or three of them, England 
builds the biggest battieship—dread- 
naught. The policy of German isolation 
must extend to the sea as well as the 
land. 

Germany's foreign trade increases and 
approaches that of England's at ter- 
rific speed. She controls the markets of 
South America, of the near and he far 
east. She competes successfully with 
England in Sheffield, Manchester, and 
London; and as her foreign trade assumes 
a magnitude certain soon to surpass that 
of her island rival she rushes her naval 
construction also correspondingly. 

Now, who was really prepared for this 
war? England, withthe combined navies 
of France, Russia, and Japan, and a peace 


‘footing army of 2,260,000 men at her com- 


mand, or Germany, with her regular army 
of 672,000 men, her untried navy, and the 
Hability of hodge-podge Austria on her 
hands? 

Here you have what we may call 
the diplomatic layout of the war game, 
its actual frameup. But I think the com- 
bination will fall because of its miscalcu- 
lation of the spirit of the German people. 
Truly there is but one thing that would 
precipitate a revolution or uprising in 
Germany—one thing only—and that would

| Tun Trisuwn has directed attention to the grati- 
‘fying advance in the direction of safety in railroad 
‘travel, an advance due to the taking of thought, to 
study and organization with a view to greatez 

It is equally pleasant and grateful to record prog- 
ress in safety of factory and mill. Such progress 
was reported at the annual convention of the Na- 
tions Metal Trades association. The campaign for 
the prevention of accidents in that industry has 
yielded remarkable results, according to a compre- 
hensive report of a safety inspector. faggestions 
for Increased safety were carried out last year to 
the extent of about 95 per cent. Cleaner, safer, 
and more sanitary shops were found everywhere 
and over 800 plants in ninety-six | cities were in- 
spected during the twelvemonth. 

The simple truth is emphasized in the report that 
safety depends primarily on the attitude of the head 
of the establishment. His subordinates will follow 
him and be “infected” by his example. The best 
plan, however, is to appoint a safety committee an‘ 
interest the employés themselves in the question of 
accident prevention, prompt reporting of accidents, 
and removal of mechanical and other conditions that 
lead to accidents. 

Illustrated lectures and conferences on safety have 
been organised by the metal trades association, an! 
this educational work has borne ample fruit. The 
apathetic emplogers, who used to treat accidents as

is the central inspiring idea of Japanese statecraft 
only the visionary doubts, and at no time since her 
modern period began has Japan found circumstances 
so favorable to advance as they are now. 

Americans have an unlimited capacity for opti- 
mistic self-deceit, but it is our duty to ourselves 
and still more to our posterity to face events in 
the far east, recognize calmly and candidly their 
significance, and make up our minds what our policy 
ought to be or must be with regard to them.

A Chinese writing recently in the Public Ledger 
of Philadelphia has outlined what seems to us a 
view of Japanese policy and tendency which de- 
serves our considemtion, If not necessarily our ac- 
ceptance.

The last is not contained in the na tional 
treasury, which is usually empty, 
even in the palace of the reigning sul 
but in the tombs of his predecessors on 
the throne. 

In fact, the richness of the contents of | 
the mausoleums of all the sultans has 
passed into the domain of legend, so in- 
calculable are they; and they are be- 
lieved to have constituted one of the 
principal attractions of the Russians to 
Constantinople, 

At any rate, it is known that the se- 
curing of the casuba, as this entombed 
treasure is styled, was one of the pet

It must be remembered that, when in 
1453 Sultan Mahomet II. took Constanti- 
nople by storm, he obtained possession 
of all the treasures of the Greek or 
Byzantine empire, which was then cele- 
brated throughout the world for its jux- 
ury, its magnificence, and its wealth. 

Selim I., who conquered and looted the 
Danubian provinces, was wont to use 
shovels and wheeibarrows for the con- 
veyance of precious stones from one 
treasure chamber to another, 80 great 
was their quantity. 

Suliman the Magnificent, and, in fact, | 
‘every sultan who has reigned since then, | 
made it a practice of using his power to 
amass treasure, mainly in the form ot 
gold and precious stones, appropriating | 
the major part of the state revenues, 
leaving the vaftous servants of the state 
unpaid and his diplomatic represenia- 
tives abroad dependent upon charity. 

Moreover, the various sultans have 
seized upon every pretext to appropriate 
the fortunes and riches of those of their 
vassals and subjects. who had the mis- 
fortune to die in the vicinity of Con- 
stantinople, 

Thus, the entire fortune of the late 
Khedive Ismail of Egypt, who passed 
away in a sort of gilded prison on the 
shores of the Bosporus, to which he 
had been tnveigied by Sultan Abdul 
Hamid, was confiscated. How large this 
fortune was exactly no one can say. But 
it is known that Ismail, prior to his 
deposition, had placed in safety in Eu- 
ropean banks some forty or fifty million 
dollars, while during the few days that 
preceded his departure from Egypt long 
files of- carts and wagons, filled with 
treasures, made their way by night over 
the old Suez road to vessels lying ready 
in the Suez canal for the reception of 
these riches,

Sweitzer Condemns Failure 


to Complete City In- 
stitutions. 


POINTS OUT RESULTS. 


Failure to complete the contagious and 
tuberculosis hospitals, forcing many 
thousand patients to go without the nec- 
essary treatment, was charged against 


his speeches last night. Mr. Sweitzer said 
the people freely had voted the money 
required for these hospitals, but that in 
one case two years and in the other four 
years have elapsed and atill those institu- 
“tions are not ready for receiving and car- 


One of the things he started by prom- 
ising it is a hospital for contagious dis- 
eases,” Mr. Sweitzer said. “In 1912 the 
money was voted for it—bonds for 8880. 
000. It was represented that the city had 
the site. But the administration had no 
plans. When complaints got loud, to 
evade responsibility for deaths due to lack 
of such g hospital the excuse was offered 
that the city’s site wasn't suitable. More 
money was asked for a site, and bonds 
for $470,000 were voted last spring. There 
is still no hospital. 

“ Another great undertaking which the 
mayor didn’t finisn is the tuberculosis 
hospital. Provision for that had been 
made before he came into office. The 
money was provided five years ago. But} 
what did this mayor do? He has spent 
$2,000,000 on it, and it will not be com- 
pleted for another year.

Remittances on London Are 
Lowest in Memory of 
Veterans. 


CRISIS IN SITUATION. 


New York, Feb. 15—Demoralization in 
the foreign exchange markets, as éndi- 
cated by a further decline im cables and 
other remittances on London to the low- 
est rates within the recollectién of vet- 
eran bankers, and increased concern re- 
specting the diplomatic situation over- 
shadowed all other considerations in to- 
day’s stock market. 

Sight drafts on London fefl to 4.81 and 
continental exchange was affected to a 
Ike degree; even Switzerland, Italy, and 
other neutral nations reflecting the ab- 
normal situation now prevailing in all the 
financial markets of the old world. 


Big Offerings of Commercial Bills. 

The break in London exchange followed 
enormous offerings of commercial bills 
acquired by our bankers and merchants 
in connection with heavy sales of our 
commodities and merchandise abroad. In 
the opinion of experts, exchange between 
New Tork and most European centers 
will continue to decline unless the Bank 


now held to its credit at Ottawe.

. | the exchange situation was the announce- }- 
ment made by representatives of the Brit- 


ish government that no joint war loan 
was contemplated by the allies, but that 
the smaller states which espouse that 
cause will be financed as conditions and 
requirements arise.
